At his consecration, when the gos¬ 
pel was opened above his bead, tbe 
finger of tbe deacon rested upon tbe 
words. "And be left tbe linen cloth and 
fled from them naked." This wns a 
token that tbe bishop Ellas was to be 
turned out of bls-ree.
